It's now a little more than 2 
weeks since we returned from our 
week of service in Mississippi and 
I’d like to share some of my im- 
pressions. 

There were 5 of us: Students, 
Mike Joyce, Joe Patrico, & Carol 
Toftness; Tom Alexander, a law- 
yer and long-time friend of Avila, 
and myself. 

We left Avilaon Monday, March 
20, at 6:30 a.m., for the 12 hour 
drive to the northeastern part of 
Mississippi, 20 miles due south of 
Tupelo. Enthusiasm was high and 
was tinged with some apprehen- 
sion because none of us knew 
what to expect or how to act. All we 
knew is that we were going to be of 
service. 

The final realization of what- 
ever expectations we might have 
had far exceeded in kind and qual- 
ity anything we might have imag- 
ined. 

Here are some of may most 
memorable impressions. 

- The most vivid is that this trip 
was a religious experience in ev- 
ery sense of the word, a com- 
pletely Christian religious encoun- 
ter. Our motives were religious, i.e. 
to be of service to others and to 
permit them to teach & serve us. 
This was to be our 'witness'. 

This 'witness’ also consisted in 
praying with the members of St. 
Theresa’s Church in the context of 
the beautiful liturgies of Holy Week 
which Sister Liz Brown, the pas- 
toral administrator, coordinated. 

We also prayed and sang in an 
inter-faith & inter-racial context 
with sister Thea Bowman, a very 
well-known Fransciscan Sister 
who is also black. Her well-adver- 
tised talk filled the church. 

- The next most gratifying 
memory concerns the makeup of 
our group. Here were 5 people of 
different temperaments, tastes 
and backgrounds who left enough 
space for each other to such an 
extent that they successfully 
worked together as a team. 

- As part of our orientation, we 
listened to, and hear about, local 
people, both Black & White, who 
shared with us how difficult it was, 
and is, to be a Black or a Catholic 
in the area. It was shocking to hear 
of some of the unkind things said 
and done to both groups in this 
year of 1989. 

As a result of hearing about 



these experiences, you begin 
thinking and ask why we human 
beings feel so threatened by those 
who are different from us. And 
instead of accepting the differ- 
ence, we eithertry to change those 
different or persecute them. 

- Professionally, as an ordained 
Catholic priest, it was most inter- 
esting and inspiring to watch Sr. 
Liz operated in her function as 
pastor. She does everything a 
priest does, except say Mass and 
hear confessions and does it quite 
well. In addition to this she brings a 
feminine perspective to her pas- 
toral work - one which sees total 
community involvement and rec- 
onciliation between all the mem- 
bers of the racially mixed commu- 
nity as her main goal of evangeli- 
zation. And her efforts are bearing 
fruit! 

She is responsible for a sum- 
mer literacy program which takes 
place in the public school, with the 
use of public school materials, and 
assisted by local teachers, both 
black and white. 

- The influence of the Catholic 
Sisters is way out of proportion to 
their numbers. In addition to Sr. 
Liz, there are 2 other Sisters of St. 
Joseph who run a literacy program 
all year long. They are Sister 
Nancy Corcoran and Sister Joan 
Fila. Through all these efforts, the 
children of Okolona are trying to 
overcome whatever deficiencies 
there are in the educational sys- 
tem of a state that ranks 50th in 
quality of education! 

- The result of a witness of this 
kind aren’t usually evident or 
measurable. And at times you feel 
as though your efforts might have 
been too meager or non-produc- 
tive. but then you realize that the 
love involved in inter-personal re- 
lationships (which is what 'service' 
consists of) can't be seen or meas- 
ured. 

So you fall backfor support and 
assurance on Christ’s words, 
"Whatever you do to anyone, you 
do to Me.” (Matt. 25:40) 

I could goon and on. Buttheses 
are the memories which are fore- 
mostin my mind. Forotherimpres- 
sion, talk with Carol, Tom, Mike, or 
Joe. 

I can’t end this column without 
also thanking you for your support 
especially your prayer.

Joan Ice believe that their young 
teams have escaped with virtually 
no casualties. Coach Ice explains, 
"I am very pleased with the play of 
my girls. Though I wasn't quite 
sure of what to expect in the begin- 
ning of the season, the girls have 
proved to me that they have a 
competitive spirit and therefore, 
are capable of competing with any 
team out there.” She added, "De- 
fense is the key to what success 
we have had. We’ve been able to 
hold teams to very few runs. Our 
offense, on the other hand, re- 
mains to be the weak part of our 
game.” Nevertheless, Coach 
David Klien only wishes he had 
Coach Ice's problems. "Defense 
wins games", says Coach Klien. "If 
the opposing team doesn't score, 
then we don’t lose. The strong 
aspect of my team, however, is our 
offense. The men have been hit- 
ting the ball well all season long. 
We've been able to score runs, but 
our defense hasn’t been able to 
hold the other teams.” 

Both Coach Klien and Coach 
Ice agree that their teams have 
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encountered difficulty because of 
the lack of experience at college 
level ball and together as a team. 
The men's baseball team carries 
six freshmen out of thirteen play- 
ers. Five of the freshmen players 
are starters. The softball team 
carries nine freshmen out of sev- 
enteen players. Seven of them are 
starters. With thesefacts in mind, it 
is clear to see that the success of 
these teams will grow as the play- 
ers grow individually and as a 
whole. 

I would like to conclude my ar- 
ticle with some statistics of individ- 
ual achievement. In baseball: third 
baseman, Brad McCully is leading 
the team with a .476 batting aver- 
age. First baseman, Jeff Staple- 
ton, runs second to Brad with a 
.321 batting average. Center 
Fielder, Chris Bock, who has one 
homerun, leads the team with 
seven stolen bases and is third on 
the team in his batting average, 
with a .318. Finally, catcher Joe 
Sharkey, who also has one hom- 
erun, has a .286 batting average 
and not only leads the team, but 
the entire NAIA District 10 in 
triples. 

In women’s softball: short stop, 
Krista Kanies, who leads the team 
with a .400 batting average, also 
leads the team with 14 hits. Cen- 
ter-fielder, Nicki King, who also 
has 14 hits and one homerun, is 
second on the team with a .311 
batting average. First baseman, 
Jean Moloney, second in hitting 
with thirteen, has a .282 batting 
average. Pitcher, Terri Stirnaman, 
who has one homerun, has a .266 
batting average. Catcher, Cindy 
Carlton has thirteen hits, one 
homerun and a .254 batting aver- 
age. Last, but not least, second 
baseman, Therese Piper, leads 
the team with twelve RBI's.
